The House first and then the

The bill also contains provi­ 
sions designed to ensure em i­ 
gration of minorities from Rus­ 
sia and other Communist coun­ 
tries.

Car Layoffs

DETROIT (AP) - Reduced 
production schedules will force 
layoffs for as many as 300,(XX) 
auto workers in January, a 
good indication that auto in 
dustry executives expect no 
dram atic upturn in car sales. 
Heavy layoffs in 1975 were 
expected, but one United Auto 
W orkers union insider e x ­ 
pressed near-shock that they 
will “come so quickly and will 
dig so deep” at General Motors 
and Ford Motor Co 
“There will be real hardship, 
and it could be worse than our 
worst fears,” one union official 
said Thursday. 
The UAW’s chief economist, 
Timothy Nulty, w as quoted only 
recently as saying, “We expect 
industry layoffs to hit 250,000 
for any given week by Febru­ 
ary .” 
But cutbacks announced at 
GM and Ford in the past two 
days already push the figures 
higher than that for January,

Ford said Thursday it will cut

Cost of Living Up . 9; 
Worker Earnings Dive 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
govern m en t rep o rted today 
that the cost of living rose 
another nine-tenths of one per 
cent 
in 
N ovem ber, 
while 
workers’ real earnings declined 
to their lowest level since 1967 
The Labor Department said a 
decline of 1.8 per cent in work­ 
ers' real earnings during the 
month m ean t the 
n a tio n ’s 
workers were earning 5.6 per 
cent less than a year ago. 
The increase of nine-tenths of 
one percent in consumer prices 
matched the October increase 
and pushed the cost of living 
12.1 
per 
cent 
higher 
in 
November than it was a year 
earlier. This was the biggest 12- 


month increase since a 12,6 per 
cent increase in the 12 months 
ending in September of 1947. 
For the first 11 months of 
1974, the cost of living was re­ 
ported up 11.4 per cent. The 
Consumer Price Index stood at 
154.3 of the 1967 average of 1(X). 
meaning that it cost $154.30 to 
buy a statistical supply of goods 
that sold in 1967 for $100 
Although the Ford adminis­ 
tration has been predicting an 
easing of the nation’s high in­ 
flation rate by spring, there 
was little evidence of decline in 
the November figures on con­ 
sumer prices.

Fuel: Everything But the M oo 


The energy crisis is bringing Americans full 
circle. Cow chips, once used as fuel by the pio­ 
neers. may again be fueling stoves when a proj­ 
ect being undertaken by Bio-Gas of Colorado 
goes into operation. 
According to a story in “Lines.’' published by 
Public S en ice Co. of Colorado, Bio-Gas plans to 
start construction soon on a plant near Greeley 
which will convert 1.650 tons of cow manure daily 
to methane. 
Here's how it will work: 
The manure is loaded into a slurry system and 
piped underground to a “reactor." By using 
solar collectors, the slurry — 12 million gallons 
of it (careful, don't fall in) — is heated to about 97 
degrees to allow the material to ferment. 
Broken down by a process called “anerobic di­ 
gestion." the resultinc sludge gives off a eas 


composed of 70 per cent methane and 30 per cent 
carbon dioxide The methane is compressed by 
stages up to pipeline pressure. The carbon 
monoxide can be sold as a refrigerant and the 
residue makes a high-grade, odorless fertilizer. 
In short, everything but the “moo" will be 
utilized 
The methane won't be as cheap as regular nat­ 
ural gas. but will be about half the cost of gas 
made from coal. It will have a heat content of 900 
BTl's. about the same as pipeline gas. 
America’s farm animals produce some 1.6 
billion tons of manure a year. Bio-Gas estimates 
that the readily collectible portion of these 
wastes could satisfy eight to 12 per cent of the na­ 
tion's natural gas needs. 
And the raw material will always he there, so 
long as cows keep doing what comes naturally.

There has been smoke but not 
much fire. Take away a handful 
of sensational cases — such as 
the breakup of the Rockefeller 
oil empire — and there’s little 
to be proud of. 
Yet these monopoly practices 
cost us consumers hundreds of 
millions, perhaps billions, of 
dollars a year. 
From time to time, able, 
eager men come to the Justice 
D e p a r tm e n t’s 
A n ti-T ru st 
D ivision, 
lured 
from 
the 
nation’s 
prestigious 
law 
schools, to do their part in 
government. 
They 
have 
m- 
v a r i a b l y 
d e p a r t e d , 
disillusioned and disheartened 
Though 
alm ost 
every 
Administration can be given 
some black marks for these 
failures, the underlying flaw 
lies in our Congress. 
ANTI-TRUST had a pittance 
to work w ith two decades ago. 
It has even less now in constant 
dollars. So long as Congress 
refuses to vote the funds, anti­ 
trust work can do no more than 
limp along.

The talk now in Washington is 
all about energy conservation 
and how best to persuade — or 
force — Americans to cut their 
consum ption, esp ecially of 
gasoline. 
According to a just-released 
study commissioned 
by 
the 
American Enterprise Institute, 
a publicly supported, nonparti­ 
san research and educational 
organization, one of the most 
sensible steps the nation could 
take would be to start stock­ 
piling crude oil to reduce the 
risks and costs of future oil em ­ 
bargoes. 
The United States alone 
among major industrial nations 
has no provision for stockpiling 
crude oil beyond normal inven­ 
tories, state the authors of “En­ 
ergy-Self-Sufficiency: An Eco 
nomic Evaluation,” prepared 
by the Energy Laboratory of 
M assachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology. 
If the United States required 
oil com panies to m aintain 
stockpiles, 
as 
do 
European 
countries, the costs to the com­ 
panies to maintain stockpiles, 
as do European countries, the 
costs to the companies would 
rise about 25 cents a barrel. A 


stockpile that would cover the 
United States against a one- 
vear embargo by Arab sources 
would cost about $900 million 
annually. 
But even the cost of a stock­ 
pile of sufficient size to hold the 
nation against an embargo for 
three years “compares favor­ 
ably” with the alternative of 
trying to develop totally domes­ 
tic sources of energy. 
THE BASIC 
conclusion of 
the study is that the cost of se­ 
curity is too high if it is sought 
solely by eliminating imports. 
The authors present estimates 
showing that the two justifica­ 
tions for independence from 
foreign sources — avoiding oil 
blackmail and cutting energy 
costs — are contradictory if the 
target date is the early 1980s. 
“Achieving U.S. energy self- 
sufficiency by the 1980s would 
almost certainly mean much 
higher prices 
for 
American 
consumers than a policy that 
relied on some imported oil,” 
says project director Edward J. 
Mitchell. 
“In other words, the pre­ 
mium paid for national energy 
insurance would exceed the 
cost of the damages the insur­ 
ance is supposed to protect us 
against.”

NEW YORK (AP> — Short­ 
ages of natural gas this winter 
have sparked increased efforts 
to bring newly found d is­ 
coveries down from the arctic 
coasts of Alaska and Canada. 
Thus far. two methods have 
been proposed and are before 
various regulatory agencies in 
Washington and Ottawa. 
One scheme, sought by El 
Paso Natural Gas Co., 
the 
Texas-based fuel and pipeline 
firm, would 
move 
the 
gas 
across Alaska by pipeline, 
liquify it on the southern coast, 
and move it by ship to the West 
Coast for distribution to the 
“Lower 48.” 
The other plan, proposed by 
Alaskan Arctic Gas Pipeline 
Co., owned by a consortium of 
26 oil, gas. and pipeline com­ 
panies, would construct a 2,600- 
mile pipeline across northern 
Canada and into Idaho and 
Montana for distribution to the 
US. market. 
Whether either plan can es­ 
cape the environmental attack 
mounted against the oil pipeline 
remains to be seen Hearings on 
the environmental impact are 
expected to be held in 1975. 
Each group is seeking access 
to a natural gas field estimated 
in excess of 33 trillion cubic 
feet, and perhaps as high as 200 
trillion cubic feet. The United 
States last year used 23 trillion 
cubic feet. 
In New York last week exec­ 
utives of Alaskan Arctic Gas in­ 
dicated the scope of this latest 
venture to try and tap the rich­ 
es of the north

“Our method involves cost 
savings in transportation over 
El Paso’s of $200 million to $300 
million a year,” said Arctic Gas 
president Robert Ward, for­ 
merly Alaska's secretary of 
state.

A television series of 60 les­ 
sons has been designed to assist 
out-of-school adults who have 
not yet completed their high 
school education, according to 
an announcement by W N EO , 
Channel 45, the northeastern 
educational television station. 
The 1970 census reports there 
are 32,157 such persons in Co­ 
lumbiana County with less than 
12 grades of school completed

Development test (G E D ) for a 
high school equivalency certifi­ 
cate. 
The certificate is acceptable

L->~ely, But Close to Essence

IH L E H E M , Israeli-Occu­ 
pied ordm ; \P ) — There is no 
Santp Clans here in the town 
v hire Jesus was born. 
V. .-fern Y vile tide traditions 
do® t exist vn-Bethlehem, but 
the Carlson family of Tacoma. 
Wash., has grown accustomed 
to the deprivations and even 
prefers some of them. 
•‘Christmas seems closer to 
the essence here than in the 
West, where it is very com­ 
mercialized.’' says the Rev. 
Howard Carlson, who runs a 
hospital financed by the Pres­ 
byterian Church. 


The family will cut its own 
Christmas tree from a forest on 
the Biblical Judean Hills. If 
they are lucky, says the rever­ 
end. they might find some dec­ 
orations gathering dust in an 
Arab shop. 
The Christmas turkey will 
come from a nearby kibbutz, or 
farming settlement, run by Or­ 
thodox Jews. 
Christmas can be a lonely af­ 
fair for the handful of Ameri­ 
cans in this little town of 25,000. 
Foreigners like the Rev. Mr. 
Carlson, who has spent nine 
vears here, are caught between

In the 1967 Mideast war. when 
Israel captured Bethlehem 
from Jordan. Israeli artillery 
shells fell near the Carlson’s 
comfortable stone house. “ We 
had to get under the tables,” he 
says. 
Rumors spread among the 
Arabs that the Carlsons were 
American 
spies, 
and 
many 
times they heard Bethelehe- 
mites muttering, “ W e’ll get you 
Americans.” 
Still angered by American 
military supplies to Israel. P a l­ 
estinian 
refugee 
children 
recently threw stones at his 10- 
year-old son. causing a head in­ 
jury, he said. 
Arsonists have several times 
tried to burn down the hospital 
outside Bethlehem, which the 
Rev. Mr. Carlson administers. 
“ You grow used to the dan­ 
gers, and you live w ith them.” 
he says. “ These are not all so­ 
phisticated. intelligent people 
and in a way you can under­ 
stand their reactions to Ameri­ 
cans.” 
The hospital was established 
as a tuberculosis center, but the 
Israelis 
have 
virtu ally 
eradicated the disease and now 
the institute is being converted 
into a cancer treatment center 
for all the Israeli-held Jorda­ 
nian West Bank, where 620,000 
Arabs live. 
The 37-year-old clergyman 
says he finds 
great 
com­ 
pensation for the rigors of life in 
Bethelehem — mainly the deep 
sense of history and religion 
that lies in every rock on the 
barren landscape. 
“ I felt challenged to serve 
God by helping the needy,” he 
says. “ The reward is success.” 
Plan to Raise 
Price of Food 
Stamps Scored 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Ford administration’s plan to 
raise the price of food stamps to 
cut government costs by $650 
million is coming under attack 
from Republican and Demo­ 
cratic congressmen. 
The higher prices, proposed 
Dec. 6 by President Ford, were 
described 
by 
the 
ad­ 
ministration as part of the 
effort to fight inflation. 
Sixty-two members of Con­ 
gress, including eight Republi­ 
cans, have signed a petition 
asking that the increases be 
abandoned. 
Under current regulations, 
food stamp recipients pay be­ 
tween 16 per cent and 30 per 
eent of their monthly income to 
buy the coupons, which can be 
used in lieu of cash to purchase 
food at most supermarkets. 
Under the proposed 
regu­ 
lations, all recipients with $30 
.or more net monthly income 
will 
have 
to 
purchase 
the 
stamps at the maximum rate of 
30 per cent starting March 1. 
An individual making $209 a 
month pays $36 for food stamps 
worth $46 in a store. If the rate 
is increased to 30 per cent of 
monthly income, the stamps 
would cost $62. but still could 
purchase only $46 worth of gro­ 
ceries and would thus not be 
worth buying. With the stamps 
costing 30 per cent of an indi­ 
vidual’s income, anyone earn­ 
ing more than $153.33 would pay 
more 
than 
$46 
for 
$46 
in 
coupons.
